Every room has received com¬ 
plete information and instruction 
on air raids, and children now 
understand that without delay 
they must lie on the floor, at 
the point farthest away from 
windows.

Pasfidena's Long: Standing 
Claim May Re Settled Out 
Of Court Alter All 

An effort to secure an agree¬ 
ment for shelving Pasadena’s suit 
to curtail the use of underground 
water in Sierra Madre and a 
dozen other San Gabriel Valley 
cities, and by water companies 
was attempted at a dinner meet¬ 
ing arranged by the Sunnyalope 
Water Co. for representatives of 
the affected municipalities and 
companies ’Tuesday evening at 
Eaton’s cafe. The suit has been 
pending since 1938 and Pasadena 
has spent much more than $100,- 
000 in legal, engineeiing and 
other costs. All the defendants 
have also gone to considerable 
expense. It was proposed that no 
efiort be made to bring the suit 
to a conclusion until the war is 
ended. 

A large majority of the repre¬ 
sentatives didn’t like the idea at 
all, and said so. Sierra Madre was 
represented by Mayor Schiltz and 
Councilman Paul Carter. Mr. Car¬ 
ter insisted that steps should be 
taken now to negotiate a setle- 
ment since unforseen complica¬ 
tions might arise after the war 
through the possible change in 
identity of engineers and attor¬ 
neys. 

Pelegates present eventually ap- 
fty >ved a resolution that a com- 
l^ttee of three engineers, three 
attorneys and one busine.ssman 
now working on a settlement, soon 
present a summary of available 
facts as a step toward making 
a settlement out of court.

More than twice as many peo¬ 
ple were killed by automobiles in 
California last year than were 
killed at Pearl Harbor. Traffic 
ueaths rose to a new peak of 
Jj-tO in 1941, with 70,000 injuries. 

It is to be hoped that the new 
driving rules to save rubber — 
low speeds, slow staits and stops, 
generally slower tempo—will also 
save many lives. To be hoped, too. 
that the experiment of staggered 
shifts in defense plants, which 
distributes the traffic load on 
roads the workers travel, will also 
reveal ways of reducing traffic 
fatalities due to highway conges¬ 
tion. The inescapable death toll 
of this war may be offset in great 
degree in years to come if traffic 
experts profit fully by the re¬ 
search laboratory for safety study 
provided by the abnormal travel 
conditions of the war period.

and this must be understood, for 
the human neart might wish lor

Christian Science wields no 
magic wand for the attiinment ot 
anyone's willful wants. It works 
through prayer for the achieve¬ 
ment of ends worthy of prayer, 
such as health, purity, plenty, and

It is possible 
to do this in a perfectly natural 
way. 

To hold to the belief that man 
lives inside of a material body 
one must well-night ignore the 
fact that actual life has not been 
found In the body. Each of the 
activities within the body can be 
truthfully described only as an 
effect of something else. If that 
something else were inside of the 
body it .scarcely could have 
escaped detection by this time. 

The situation is illumined by 
such statements as this from the 
Christian Science textbook, “Sci¬ 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mary Baker Ekldy, 
page 208: "You embrace your 
body In your thought, and you 
should delineate upon It thoughts 
of health, not of sickness.” A mo¬ 
ment’s consideration makes it 
plain that wc do embrace our ma¬ 
terial body In our thoughts. 
Therefore both we and our 
thoughts must be in fact outside 
of that body.

The Master’s method is not al¬ 
together unfamiliar to human be¬ 
ings The mathematician attains 
results through adju-ting thought 
and action to the rules of mathe¬ 
matics. "Who would stand before 
the blackboard, and pray the 
principle of mathematics to solve 
the problem?” a.sks Mrs. Eddy on 
page 3 of Science and Health; 
and she adds, “The rule is already 
established, and It is our task to 
work out the solution.” 

Likewise in music, art, law, ag¬ 
riculture, mechanics, there is no 
real achievement contrary to basic 
rightne.ss. In teaching his students 
how to pray, Jesus indicated that 
they should restrain mere huinin 
wisihng, should cultivate instead 
true desires, that God’s will be 
done in earth as in heaven. Ex¬ 
plaining the unerring effective¬ 
ness of his prayers, he said he 
kept himself at-one with divine 
Spirit, so Uiat it w.xs literally the 
Father doing the works in and 
through the son. 

Surely it was natural, not 
miraculous, that sin, disease, lack, 
death, utterly unlike God, should 
lose the semblance of reality in 
the sipirtual consciousness of the 
Saviour. The great healer taught 
his followers to pray as he did, 
that they too might be Christian 
healers.

THE OVERCOMING OF LACK 
Christian Science heals poverty 
in the same manner that sickness 
and sin are healed, through the 
renewing of the mind, as St. 
Paul puts It. Inspired writers re 
pSatedly have asserted that 
thought adjusted to the divine na¬ 
ture will bear fruit "after ks 
kind.” Jesus gave the unfilling 
rule for success when he .said, 
"Seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his rlghteou ne.ss; and 
ail these things shall be added 
unto you.” This kingdom, the 
Master .said, is "within you,” and 
"at hand;” therefore the individ¬ 
ual Christian ha.s the right to feel 
that the essential completene.ss of 
reality is present, not absent, and 
only needs to be realized in order 
to be enjoyed. 

A divinely intelligent and loving 
creator has not made a man to 
be impoverished any more than to 
be sick or .sinful. Poverty, like 
liisea.'^e and sin, involves a mis¬ 
taken {>en.se of God and His work. 
The evil quality of poverty is not 
that it makes men suffer but that 
it misrepre.sents God. The Chris¬ 
tian aim In overcoming poverty, 
as in healing sickne-s and sin, is 
to the glory of God. Mere getting 
of money would not glorify God, 
but the demonstration of power 
over material things through 
spiritual understanding does 
"magnify the Lf)i\J.” The writer 
of Genesis affirms that divine 
Spirit has given man dominion 
over earthly things. Je-u.s proved 
this to be true and siid his fol¬ 
lowers should do likewise. 

One who for many years had 
been distressingly limited in in¬ 
come or salary found himself try¬ 
ing vainly to u.se his early glimp¬ 
ses of Christian Science to en¬ 
large the salary by some mys¬ 
terious process. Fin illy he saw 
tliat what needed to be enlarged 
first was his understanding of 
man as God’s image and like¬ 
ness. It was his narrow, pinched 
si*nse of self that w*as bringing 
forth "after its kind" in his per- 
fion.sl experience. Cultivating a 
larger and more spiritual concept 
of God and man, as he learned to 
do in a perfectly natural way 
through the teachings of Chris¬ 
tian Science, he soon found this 
clarified vision reflected in his af¬ 
fairs. Men and things began to 
manifest an unmistakable tenden¬ 
cy to help rather than to hinder. 
Unexpected opportunities appeared

The activity of Christian Sci¬ 
ence Is not of the nature of men¬ 
tal suggestion or hypnotism.

The effort of 
mental suggestion Is to impose 
one human will upon another. 
Much that is involved In the so- 
called laws of evil and disease in 
human experience can be traced 
to some such wrong mental ac¬ 
tivity or mental malpractice.

So far. .so 
good. But these cautious advances 
seem to get into a bit of a jam

THE NATURE OF EVIL 
"As named in Christian Sci¬ 
ence,” writes Mrs. Eddy on page 
103 of Science and Health, "ani- 
maJ magnetk-m or hypnotism is 
the specific term for error, or 
mortal mind. It is the false belief 
that mind is In matter, and is 
both evil and good; that evil 
is as real as good and more 
powerful.” 

We all have dreamed We may 
recaJl how real the events in a 
dream appeared to be. Those who 
have e.xperienced the dream state 
produced by hypnotism may re¬ 
member how convincing were the 
incidents therein. The £cn.se of 
identity seemed accur.ite. The re¬ 
actions of joy, sorrow, fear, pain, 
could not have been more vivid! 
had they been true. But they were 
not true. It was not really you. 
it was not anyone.

rule of perfection. God’s will is 
perfect. Thought that is open to 
the fundamental rightness of be¬ 
ing catches something of the 
spiritual import of Jesus’ teach¬ 
ing, and this improved state of 
mifUl manifests itself, after its 
kind, in outward conditions and 
affairs. Jesus mu.st have meant 
this when he said regarding one 
of his healings, ”Thy faith hath 
made thee whole.” His affirmation 
of God’s will that man is per¬ 
fect had encountered a me-isure 
of acceptance, and that improved 
state of mind, which he named 
faith, expressed itself In a cor¬ 
responding state of body, as states 
of mind never fail to do. The sci¬ 
entific relationship between state 
of mind and. state of health is 
affirmed and reaffirmed In the 
Scriptures. 

The study and application of 
Christian Science will stimulate 
one's natural capacity to reject 
the mental suggestions of evil and 
so to counteract their effects. 
Christian healing will thus be seen 
to be the result of the adjust¬ 
ment of thought to the nature of 
God and His good creation. St. 
James must have been aware of 
this when he admonished those 
who were sick to seek healing 
through the prayer of the right¬ 
eous. Mrs. Eddy was spiritually 
minded enough to pray in that 
manner and to teach others to do 
likewise. She devoted herself to 
that loving mission from the time 
that she discovered Christian Sci¬ 
ence. 

THE DISCOVERER AND 
FOUNDER 

Mary Baker Biddy’s discovery 
of Christian Science came at a 
time when sicnce, theology, and 
medicine were heav>' with self- 
satisfaction, and with masculinity. 
The human mind, perhaps espe¬ 
cially the male variety, does not 
like to be aroused suddenly out of 
repose. The fact that in this in¬ 
stance the challenger \n-as a wom¬ 
an did not add to the amenities 
of the occasion. In "the sixties” 
it was still very much a man's 
world. 

Mrs. Eddy's manner of present¬ 
ing her discoverj’ probably did not 
lessen the disturbance. In the 
Preface to her textbook she wrote, 
page X, "The author has not com- 
promiscii conscience to suit the 
general drift of thought, but has 
bluntly and honestly given the 
text of Truth.” Materialistic sci¬ 
ence, theology’, and medicine were 
outraged. They rose almost "as 
one man” to drive out this daring 
intruder. Some less repsectablc 
elements, including literary mer¬ 
cenaries, poined the chase. The 
campaign to discredit Mrs. Eiidy 
makes anything but a pretty 
story.

Knowledge of the assential nega¬ 
tiveness of ignorance does not 
tempt the educator to ignore the 
effects of the negation. 

One who has gone to .school 
could not con.sistenUy say that it 
is impossible to comprehend the 
idea of a purely negative evil, a 
mere nothing, which yet needs to 
be piositively and vigorously 
handled and overcome. Christian 
Scientists accept the definition of 
evil or devil as given by the 
Master, namely, that it is ”a liar, 
and the father of it,” and has “no 
truth” in it; in other words, a 
self-constituted lie, utterly devoid 
of truth. 

Jesus’ practice was consistent 
with his preaching as regards the 
nature of evil. The essential noth¬ 
ingness of evil need not be ac¬ 
cepted as a mere theory: it can 
be proved in many ways by those 
who are willing to adjust their 
daily thinking to this rule, as ex¬ 
plained in the Christian Science 
textbook, “Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures” by 
Mary Baker Eddy.
